The wen is scientifica lly known 
as a sebaceous cy st. 
It is due to

terial ex creted from these glands 
in the skin does not get out be­ 
cause of some obstruction; there­ 
fore, a black plug of sebum will be 
found choking the outlet to the 
gland 
The material is dammed back 
and sooner or later is reacted on 
by itself and by the material from 
the blood so that the semi-solid 
mass becomes semi-fluid. The ma­ 
terial is likely to have a rancid 
odor. 


If the wen does not become in­ 
fected, it can go on swelling as 
long as the release of the material 
is prevented.

In 
such case after a brief period of re; - 
justment, business of its own strength 
and of its own initiativ e came back 
stronger and more efficient than it 
had ev er been before. 
But in all of these depressions busi­ 
ness had an assurance that dispelled 
fear and inspired hope and inv incible 
confidence.

The present 
Congress, howev er, is giv ing strong 
ev idences of a return to the American 
ideals in gov ernment. The fear and 
uncertainty in the minds of business 
men hav e been greatly increased by 
the strange av erseness of the Supreme 
Court to giv e any opinion on the con­ 
stitutionality of radical administra­ 
tion laws. To ask why business does 
not mov e forward under such chaotic 
conditions of uncertainty is only to 
rev eal ignorance of the essential con­ 
ditions of business progress. 
This does not mean that American 
industrial progress has come to the 
end of its road. Administrations and 
courts may arrest industrial progress 
for a time. b->t they can’t stop it. In 
the end the unwritten Constitution, 
indelibly inscribed in the hearts of 
Anglo-Americans, will assert itself. 
Washington will soon hear, if it has ^ 
not already heard, the sov ereign 
command of this unwritten Constitu­ 
tion that often nods but nev er fails 
to awaken in a Constitutional crisis, 
“ im p e d im e n ta to the rea r!”

I believ e the best plan for ar­ 
riv ing at a fair wage would be 
lo set up a “ profit-sharing” plan 
in industry. 
The profits, 
after 
expenses other than wages hav e 
been deducted, should be div ided 
proportionately for 
wages, 
div i­ 
dends for stock holders, and re 
serv e fund to carry on the bus­ 
iness. 
But then, you may wonder how 
to know how much to allow for 
each of these, since the net prof­ 
its of a business is usually figured 
only once or twice a year. 
The 
business, unless a new v enture, 
would hav e records of past years 
to use in estimating the profits 
of the coming year. 
The propor­ 
tion allowed for 
wages 
would 
hav e to be further div ided to giv e 
each oi the workers his share. 
Not all of them would receiv e 
the same amount because, na t­ 
urally, some of them are worth 
more than others. 
By this plan, 
workers’ wages 
would v ary from year to year, 
according to whether the com­ 
pany was doing good or not. The 
workers would be more willing to 
wiost their company then because 
if the company would do well, the 
workers would get a higher pay. 
Of course, if the company was an 
intei-sta te business, they would 
hav e to pay the minimum wage of 
2oc an hour to their employes be­ 
cause of the new Labor Standards 
Act. 
Also if there was a mini­ 
mum wage law ir. the sta te they 
would hav e to abide by it. 
Since the wages would hav e to 
be estimated in adv ance, it would 
be necessary to hav e a system of 
settlement at the end of the year 
when ihe actual profits were fig ­ 
ured. 
My idea for this would be 
a bonus to the employes if they 
still had some money coming as 
their share of the profits. 
If they 
did not hav e any money coming, 
the company could let the em- 


your ta x burden.”
